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There is no amendment of record from August 18 , 2006. The fina Irejection was in response to the amendment filed on March 19 , 2007 
(note: after final has date of March 26 th , 2007 however, this is a typo and is the date the amendment was forwarded to the examiner). The 
finality of the office action is proper, since claims were substantailly amended in the March 19 th , 2007 amendment to change the scope 
and therefore warented new consideration and recessitated finality of the action. The applicant also argues that Zwaan does not teach a 
flexible conduit nor an elongate heating element.
